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Selectboard Report — 2007 
People Places Things 


This year there were several large building projects started in Chesterfield. The new Town 
Offices/Police Station building has been started and it is hoped to be using the new facility in early 
2008. We would like to thank the members of the Town Office Committee; Steve Pro, Neil Jenness, 
Nelson Fegley, Deb Hogancamp, Shirley Philbrick, Lester Fairbanks and Rick Carrier for all their hard 
work. To facilitate this project, the old Police Station had to be removed. The Police Department 
picked up shop and moved to a temporary facility on Route 9A. They are making this transition work 
due in large part to their dedication to the job and pride in their community and we want to thank them 
for their professionalism. The groundbreaking on the new Spofford Fire Station started this fall. The 
Fire Department hopes to be in the new building by mid-June. There were other large building 
projects that were started and/or completed this year, including Ames Performance next to the new 
Spofford Fire Station, a Fed Ex facility in the Stow Drive industrial park and Riverside Motel next to 
the Connecticut River. We welcome these businesses to our town. 


The Transfer Station roll-off truck was involved in an accident that totaled the truck. A committee was 
formed; Fred Szmit, Bob Brockmann, Joe Kowalski, Bart Bevis and Leon Dunbar, to study whether 
purchasing a new truck was advantageous at this time. Through their hard work investigating various 
options, it was decided that at.this time to not replace the truck and to go back to having outside 
contractors haul the town’s solid waste. 


There was a forest fire on Mount Wantastiquet this past spring. It took 3 days around the clock and 
close to 20 area fire departments to put it out. Fighting this fire was made more difficult due to its 
remoteness and being on the side of the mountain. Fortunately, there were no serious injuries nor 
property loss as a result of this fire. We are thankful for the hard work, training and dedication of all 
the fire fighters who responded for containing the fire so quickly. 


After the lively summer meeting of 2006, where the Route 63 bypass was thoroughly discussed, 
2007’s meeting saw very few attendees. Those that attended were updated on recent town 
developments and questions were addressed. We want to thank those who attended this past year 
and hope to see a greater attendance in the future to this informal informational summer meeting. 


A new volunteer organization was founded last year called the Citizens Corps. John Keppler and 
Marilyn Rousseau did most of the legwork to establish this volunteer organization whose mission is to 
harness the power of every individual through education, training, and volunteer service to make 
communities safer, stronger, and better prepared to respond to threats of terrorism, crime, public 
health issues and disasters of all kinds. Thank you John and Marilyn. 


We are happy to report that the cleanup projects for Spofford Place were completed in 2007. The NH 
Department of Environmental Services came to Spofford Place this past fall to do additional cleanup 
after EPA finished their cleanup in 2006. We have worked this past year on a conflict of interest 
policy which we hope you will take a few minutes to review in the 2008 warrant prior to voting on it at 
this year’s Town Meeting. 


We conclude our report this year with the statement that we feel Chesterfield is a great community. 
We make this statement because of all the wonderful people who give the time and effort to make 
Chesterfield a little better each year than the year before. So we want to thank the employees, board 
members, committee members, commission members and all other volunteers who make this a 
wonderful community in which to live.

ARTICLE 25: To see if the Town will vote to approve the following Conflict of Interest Policy 


Declaration of Ordinance — The proper operation of a democratic government requires that public 
Officials be independent, impartial, and responsible to the people; that government decisions and 
policy be made through the proper channels of governmental structure; that public office not be used 
for personal gain; that the public have confidence in the integrity of its government; and that officials 
perform their duties without conflicts between their private interests and those of the citizens they 
serve. 
I. Purpose. 
The purpose of this ordinance is to establish guidelines for all officials of town government 
pertaining to and to avoid conflicts of interest; and also requiring disclosure by such Officials of 
town government of personal financial interests or quid pro quo in matters affecting the Town 
that may appear to be a conflict of interest. 


Il. Prohibited Conduct. 
Participating in prohibited conduct constitutes a conflict of interest with the Town. 


A. \Itis in violation of this policy for any official of town government to: 

(1) In his or her official capacity: approve or vote upon any matter in which he or she or 
any family member has personal financial interests or quid pro quo, and known 
conflicts that may exist between the official of town government and his or her family 
members, the principals and the issue under deliberation. 

(2) Knowingly enter into any discussion, testimony or deliberation without first, publicly and 
for the record, stating all personal financial interests or quid pro quo, and known 
conflicts that may exist between said official of town government and his or her family 
members, the principals and the issue under deliberation, as may be known by the 
official of town government. 

(3) Knowingly participate in the conduct of business of the town without disclosing all 
known conflicts of interest. 

(4) Knowingly using town property or labor for personal use. 

(5) Knowingly use town property or labor to unfairly influence the political cause of any 
candidate for public office or any political party. Nothing in the foregoing sentence 
shall prevent political candidates or parties from holding public meetings on town 
owned property or prevent an official of town government from exercising and carrying 
out the responsibilities and obligations of his or her office. 

(6) Use any proprietary information acquired through or by virtue of his or her official 
position for his or her pecuniary benefit or for the pecuniary benefit of any other person 
or business. The foregoing does not apply to information available to the general 
public. 

(7) Otherwise than provided by law for the proper discharge of his or her official duties, 
directly or indirectly request or receive any compensation from anyone other than the 
town in relation to any particular matter in which the town is a party or has a direct and 
substantial interest. 

(8) Otherwise than provided by law for the proper discharge of his or her official duties 
directly promise or offer compensation as referred to in this policy. 
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(9) Knowingly accept a gift with a value in excess of ten dollars ($10.00), or allow 
acceptance of such a gift by a family member from any individual, group or corporation 
knowingly dealing with an area of town government in which the official of town 
government has an interest or jurisdiction. The foregoing does not apply to gifts from 
family members. 

(10) Knowingly give false information concerning interests, and known conflicts. 
(11) Knowingly sign a purchase order where there is a pecuniary interest with the vendor(s) 
or supplier(s). 


B. Officials of town government, whose compensation is paid in whole or in part from the town 
treasury, shall not appear in his or her official capacity on behalf of a private interest before 
any town board. Selectmen, however, may appear without compensation or favor, on 
behalf of constituents or in the performance of public or civic obligations. 


C. Officials of town government, whose compensation is paid in whole or in part from the town 
treasury, shall not represent private interests, other than his or her own, in any actions or 
proceedings against the interest of the town in any litigation to which the town is a party. 


Exclusions. 

A. The prohibition against gifts or favors shall not apply to an occasional non-pecuniary gift, 
insignificant in value, or an award publicly presented in recognition of public service or any 
gift which would have been offered or given to him or her if he or she was not an official of 
town government or unsolicited advertising or promotional items or materials of nominal 
intrinsic value. 

B. It shall not be a violation for elected officials to accept donations for the expressed purpose 
of financing a political campaign, provided that such contributions are reported in 
accordance with all local, state and federal laws pertaining to such donations or services 
and / or financial value. 

C. The mere purchase of goods or services from a person or business in the ordinary course 
of that person’s or business’ retail or service business shall not prevent an official of town 
government from introducing, discussing, approving or voting upon a matter which relates 
to that person or business. 


Distribution of Conflict of Interest Ordinance. 

A. All officials of town government, as defined in Section VI. Definitions, shall be furnished 
with a copy of the Conflict of Interest Ordinance prior to assuming their respective duties. 
Copies of the Conflict of Interest Ordinance can be obtained from the Town Clerk’s Office. 

B. Failure to be furnished a current copy of the Conflict of Interest Ordinance shall not be 
grounds for relief from observing and compliance with the policy, amendments, and 
changes. 


Definitions. 
As used in this ordinance, the following terms shall have the meanings indicated: 


Board: Any Town board, committee or commission, elected or appointed, including 
subcommittees or any subordinate body thereof established by the Chesterfield Selectmen, 
Town Election or New Hampshire law. 


Conflict of Interest: A situation, circumstance, in which a Town Official has a financial 
interest in his official activity. 


Compensation: Any money, gift, things of value or economic / pecuniary benefit, or favor, 


conferred on or received by any person in return for services rendered or to be rendered by 
him or herself or another, in excess of ten dollars ($10.00). 
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Vi. 


Family Member(s): Include spouse, children, stepchildren, grandchildren, parents, 
stepparents, grandparents, brothers, sisters, stepbrothers, stepsisters, nephews, nieces, 
father in-law, mother in-law, brother in-law, sister in-law, son in-law, daughter in-law, any 
member of the official’s household. 


Interest: A reasonably foreseeable direct material financial effect or benefit. 

Quid pro quo: Something given or received for something else. 

Town Official: (Also referred to as “official”, or as “official of town government”). 

Any elected or appointed official, whether of any town board, commission, or committee, 


whether full or part time, permanent or temporary, including those paid by federal or state 
assisted programs. 


All town Officials shall be exempt from the provisions of this Ordinance for a period of one (1) 
year from the time of its adoption 


ARTICLE 26: To see if the Town will vote to accept the 300 feet of Bovine Boulevard from Route 9 to 
Meadow View Road as a Class V town road, or act in any way related thereto. 


ARTICLE 27: To see if the Town will vote to approve the following resolution to be forwarded to our 
State Representatives, our State Senator and our Governor: 


Resolved: We the citizens of Chesterfield, NH believe in a New Hampshire that is just and fair. The 
property tax has become unjust and unfair. State leaders who take a pledge for no new taxes 
perpetuate higher and higher property taxes. We call on our State Representatives, our State 
Senator and our Governor to reject the “Pledge”, have an open discussion covering all options, and 
adopt a revenue system that lowers property taxes.

ARTICLE 28: To see if the Town will vote to allow the Board of Selectmen to dispose of municipal 
assets by sealed bid, or by other means as deemed appropriate, or act in any way related thereto. 


ARTICLE 29: To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting.

TOWN MEETING 2007 


Proceedings of the Annual Town Meeting of the voters of the Town of Chesterfield, New Hampshire, 
called at the Chesterfield School in said town on Tuesday, March 13, 2007. 


Moderator Pro Tempore Chester C. Greenwood called the Town Meeting to order at 10 o’clock in the 
forenoon at the Town Hall and declared the polls open for voting by ballot for Town Officials and 
amendments to the Zoning Ordinances. 


Polls were closed at 6:00 pm at the Town Hall and voting resumed at 6:30 pm at the Chesterfield 
School. Moderator Bentley called the meeting to order at 7 pm with Chester C. Greenwood and 
Patricia Wirkus as Moderator Pro Tempore and Deputy Clerk, respectively. 


Police Chief, Lester Fairbanks, lead the meeting in the salute to the flag. 


The Moderator recognized Selectman Jon McKeon, who offered words of appreciation to retiring 
Selectperson, Wanda G. McNamara, and thanks for her years of service on the Board. Mrs. 
McNamara responded that she had 42 years of public service and wished to recognize fellow 
Selectman Dan Cotter, Town Administrator Rick Carrier, and selectmen’s secretary Carol Ross for all 
their help. 


ARTICLE 3: Gary Winn, Budget Committee Chairman, gave the report of the Budget Committee. 


ARTICLE 4: A motion was made by Dan Cotter and seconded by Lester Fairbanks to see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Two Million Five Hundred Thousand Dollars ($2,500,000) 
for the construction and equipping of a new Town Office/Police Department building, and to authorize 
the issuance of not more than Two Million Four Hundred Thousand Dollars ($2,400,000) of bonds or 
notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the 
selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon: 
furthermore, to authorize the withdrawal of up to One Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,000) from the 
New Town Office Building Capital Reserve Fund created for this purpose. (2/3 Ballot Vote required) 
(Recommended by the Selectmen) (Recommended by the Budget Committee) 


A voice vote was in the affirmative on an amendment made by Lester Fairbanks and seconded by 
Toni O’Neil to amend Two Million Five Hundred Thousand Dollars ($2,500,000) to Two Million Three 
Hundred Fifty Thousand Dollars ($2,350,000) for the construction and equipping of a new Town 
Office/Police Department building, and amend Two Million Four Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($2,400,000) to Two Million Two Hundred Fifty Thousand Dollars ($2,250,000) for bonds and notes. 


The polls were opened at 8:10 for the required ballot vote and closed at 9:10. 

The ballots cast were counted. There were 238 ballots cast of which 172 were YES and 66 were NO. 
Article 4 as amended passed by 72%.

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CHESTERFIELD 
POLICE DEPARTMENT 


I would like to thank the Town of Chesterfield for the opportunity to present the Chesterfield 
Police Department’s activity over the past year and some of our goals and programs for 2008. 


This was another busy year for our department in many ways. With the hard work of the 
entire department and especially Lt. Chickering, we were able to move into temporary quarters at 
400 Rte 9A in Spofford. As this building was already owned by the Town of Chesterfield it 
provided sufficient space to house temporary quarters without the expense of rent. I would also 
recognize Patrolman White for removing the heating system from the former police department 
and installing it in the temporary facility. While this facility was spartan (including an indoor 
portable toilet) it served the purpose while the new facility was being built. 


To further keep the cost down, the Chesterfield Fire Department burned the existing police 
department. They accomplished this professionally, safely and in a timely manner. The Highway 
Department then assisted in removing the foundation and remnants of the building and has been 
there to assist us in many ways from grading the parking lot of the temporary facility to snow 
removal and sanding. The town should be proud of their various departments in that they work so 
well together to assure mutual success and ever mindful of maximizing your tax dollars. 


I would also like to thank the residents of Spofford for being so welcoming. Many people 
have stopped in to welcome us to the neighborhood and our neighbor has also mowed and 
trimmed our lawn. While we have enjoyed the neighborhood, we are very exited to move into 
our new quarters in March 2008. I again would like to thank the residents of Chesterfield for 
their support on this project and look forward to the new facility and how it will further enhance 
our service to you. 


Overall calls and proactive patrol was reduced somewhat due to moving and serious events in 
the town taxed our resources greatly this year. Burglaries, a Robbery, sexual assaults, a suspected 
Arson, and 2 Fatal Accidents took many hours to investigate and took units from their patrol 
assignments. It is often difficult to focus on a complex investigation and the reams of paperwork 
associated with it when you need to answer calls from dog complaints to burglar alarms. Given 
the high volume of calls we were stretched to the limit and in many cases unable to timely and 
adequately investigate these major events. In the fall I made the decision to take Patrolman 
David Eldridge off the schedule and have him devote his time to investigations. This proved to 
be very successful. He has closed over 30 investigations by issuing warrants, obtaining 
indictments or arrests including 5 burglaries, the fire on Wantastiquet Mountain and several fraud 
cases. He has also worked several cases involving a suspected arson, robbery, sexual assaults, 
and a reported poisoning; all are progressing in a professional manner towards conclusion. This 
is a noteworthy effort as Patrolman Eldridge has been only on this assignment since September 
2007. 


It is difficult to balance the time consuming and complexities that major events take to bring to 
conclusion with the general everyday service to the community we provide. While this move 
takes a patrolman from the street, it does allow the remaining 2 patrolmen to be actively involved 
in patrolling the town instead of conducting lengthy investigations. I intend to approach the 
selectmen in 2009 budget to codify this position. 


Patrolman Collin Zamore has taken a job with the Keene Police Department effective 
February 13, 2008. His kind and friendly demeanor coupled with a strong work ethic and 
motivation had made his years with Chesterfield PD very successful. Keene is getting a fine 
officer and we wish him well in his new job. 


Officer Kevin White continues his excellent work with the Chesterfield Elementary School 
and is active on their safety committee. Kevin’s knowledge of, and relationship with, the students 
has developed into a positive relationship with kids and faculty alike. I would also like to thank 
Lt. Chickering for co-coaching and co-sponsoring the k-1 soccer with me. We had a lot of fun 
and really enjoyed the kids. 


We also worked with the NH Highway Safety Agency and conducted a series of Sobriety 
Checkpoints. One was held in Hinsdale and the second on Route 9 in Chesterfield. The 3 hour 
Chesterfield’s Sobriety Checkpoint consisted of 3 teams of 2 officers (2 Chesterfield Officers and 
4 NH State Troopers). This was very successful resulting in 2 DWI arrests and 4 drug arrests in a 
relatively short amount of time. Both DWI arrests were based on Impairment due to drugs which 
represent a trend we are seeing more of. 


2007 was a dangerous year on Route 9 with 2 separate fatal accidents. Chesterfield hasn’t 
seen a fatal accident in over 12 years. Of the 15 injuries and 2 fatalities which occurred in the 
Town during the past year, 10 injuries and both fatalities were on Route 9, 1 on Atherton Hill Rd, 
4 on Route 63. 7 injuries were a result of accidents at the intersection of Route 9 & Route 63. 
The underlying causes of the injury accidents vary widely. The primary listed contributing 
factors for injury accidents were: Failure to Yield Right of Way (4 accidents with 5 injuries and 1 
fatality), Unlawful passing (3 injuries in 1 accident), Driver Inattention (1 accidents with 2 - 
injuries), Following Too Closely (1 accident with 2 injuries), Excessive Speed (1 injury in 1 
accident), Road Conditions (1 injury and 1 fatality in 2 accidents), driver inexperience (1 injury in 
| accident). Our resources will be focused on trying to reduce these injuries further. 


This year the single most dangerous stretch of road in the Town of Chesterfield is Route 9 at 
its intersection with Route 63. We have looked at several engineering options to mitigate the 
danger. The State Department of Transportation ended the east bound passing lane prior to the 
intersection and added larger stop signs. While these changes helped, we still have too many 
injuries occurring there. It is important to keep your attention on the road, as it only takes a few 
seconds for a person’s life to be changed forever. Please remember to take a second at stop signs 
to be sure that it 1s safe to proceed into traffic. Also, it 1s important to follow the speed limits. 
While it is human nature to have confidence in one’s driving skills, others may not be as 
proficient. The higher a vehicle’s speed, the less reaction time the driver has and a vehicle’s 
kinetic energy is increase exponentially. 


I wish to thank the residents of Chesterfield for their continued support and assistance. Many 
times the information you have provided has made the difference in successful resolutions to our 
investigations. Please feel free to call us with any concern you have, as it is our goal to provide 
only the best service to our town.

Chesterfield Conservation Commission Annual Report — 2007 


2007 was a very active year for your commission. Perhaps the two most visible 
accomplishments were (1) the replacement of the footbridge entrance to the Madame 
Sherri Forest, and (2) the development of a “‘forest opening habitat site”, a short distance 
into the Ancient Oaks Trail at the Twin Brook end. The former was constructed by Lew 
Shelley of the Student Conservation Association with a grant received from the New 
Hampshire Bureau of Trails. The grant 1s continuing in 2008 and hikers/snowshoers in 
Friedsam may notice some resulting bridge replacement or trail relocation in several 
spots. The open habitat in Friedsam was developed with the able assistance of Ken 
Wright, then Cheshire County Conservation District Manager, ue Cynthia Nichols, 
Antioch New England Graduate Intern. 


As managers of the Friedsam Town Forest we were confronted with beaver issues this 
year. Beaver dams along South Twin Brook on both sides of Route 63 presented 
problems both to the State of New Hampshire Department of Transportation (DOT) and 
to residents downstream on Twin Brook Rd. On the other hand, the dam in Friedsam 
presented an educational opportunity for citizens to walk down the Sargent Trail from the 
Upper Lot and show their kids some of the fascinating aspects of beaver life. 
Unfortunately, because of the threat to the base and culvert under Route 63 the beavers 
were removed by the DOT. The conservation commission 1s hoping to encourage beavers 
to a more remote area of town to continue the educational experience for Chesterfield 
citizens. This will be done as suggested by the Working Forest Wildlife Management Plan 
prepared by Cynthia Nichols, Jessica Bunker and Caroline Scully, the latter two also interns from 
Antioch New England. 


Town citizens who have enjoyed the hike up the Daniels Mt. Trail from North Hinsdale 
Road (starting near Pulpit Rock) may be concerned about the impact on the trail of timber 
cutting onto the property from around the corner on Merrifield Rd. Although the property 
section containing the trail is protected from development by having a conservation 
easement on it, the landowner has the right to cut timber up to 50 feet on each side of the 
trail. This will involve a small number of trail crossings to access timber on the Hinsdale 
side of the trail. We are working closely with the timber management company to ensure 
that these crossings are done with as little disruption as possible. There should also be no 
visual sign of the cutting near the wetland on North Hinsdale Rd. We encourage town 
citizens to call members of the commission or the Code Enforcement Officer with 
specific concerns as this project continues. It should be noted that your commission 
appreciates greatly the support for conservation shown by town residents. Our forests, 
fields and wetlands are a crucial part of our quality of life and their maintenance ought to 
be a concern for all of us. 
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There are continuing success stories involving two multi-town conservation projects with 
which we are involved. The Wantastiquet-Monadnock Trail is now completed (although 
not formally opened) from Brattleboro to Pisgah Park through Chesterfield and Hinsdale. 
Most of the trail is on permanently protected land so it can never be destroyed by 
development. Our other large-scale project is the California Brook Natural Area (CBNA) 
in the eastern part of town south of Atherton Hill Rd. With 700 acres already under 
conservation easement in Chesterfield (and substantial amounts on West Hill in Keene 
and Swanzey), and another 750 acres to be added this year in Chesterfield, it will soon be 
possible to walk on conservation land from West Hill in Keene to Pisgah Park. It should 
be noted that the total town contribution from our Conservation Fund for the CBNA is 
running at only about $70 per acre! We are working with the Monadnock Conservancy, 
the Friends of Pisgah, the State of New Hampshire, conservation commissions in 
Hinsdale and Winchester, and a number of private landowners on this land conservation. 


We also have a role as the eyes and ears of the New Hampshire DES Wetlands Bureau 
and spend considerable time evaluating wetlands permits and responding to citizen 
complaints about wetland violations. We also have been helping the Spofford Lake 
Association with their successful milfoil control program with a $2000 donation each 
year. 


We strongly recommend that anyone having any question about whether a permit is 
required for planned construction near wetlands, streams or Spofford Lake, check in at 
the Town Office or go online to the New Hampshire Wetlands Bureau. We appreciate 
that it sometimes takes time and money to do these permits but most citizens feel that our 
environmental integrity is worth it.

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HEALTH OFFICER 2007 REPORT 


2007 was a relatively quiet year for the Chesterfield Health Department. The 
much dreaded Bird Flu Pandemic has yet to appear although emergency 
planning is still being addressed by the Chesterfield Emergency 
Management Team in conjunction with the State of New Hampshire. 


The services of this office are for the most part offered on an as needed 
basis. I would be available to assist in the event of any public health issue 
that may arise. | am required by the New Hampshire Department of Health 
and Human Services to inspect homes of prospective foster care families and 
the licensing of day care faculties. 


It is arequirement that I collect drinking water samples twice yearly from 
the library and from the water faucets at both of our town beaches. These 
samples are taken to Keene for testing and the results forwarded to the New 
Hampshire Department of Environmental Services. I am also required to 
investigate and report any failed septic systems. 


The New Hampshire Department of Health and Human Services provides, 
sometimes daily, current information regarding the monitoring and reporting 
of the latest cases of West Nile Virus and EEE. We have not yet become 
aware of any cases of either disease in Chesterfield. Every resident should be 
diligent in watching for the symptoms of both of these serious diseases. 
Additional information is available is this office for anyone interested.

EMERGENCY - Police and Fire 911 NON-EMERGENCY = 355-2000 
Chesterfield Police 363-4233 


The Office of Emergency Management 1s composed of a team of 18 people, most trained to handle 
multiple tasks. Working with Fire, Police and Highway Department personnel, members cover a 
variety of tasks at the Emergency Operations Center (EOC) in the event of an evacuation or other 
major emergency. We also keep a comprehensive log of emergency operations, when the EOC is 
activated. 


Ours is primarily a planning and supporting role. The Fire Department is in charge of handling all 
emergency situations, once the Police have established that a criminal act has not occurred. Fire, 
Police and Highway Departments are also supported through Mutual Aid agreements with other 
towns, a system that has been successfully in place for many years. 


Emergency managers “hope for the best and plan for the worst.” In 2007, we were lucky enough not 
to face any widespread disasters in our community. We did, however, take a number of steps to 
assess and enhance our preparedness. 


One highpoint of the year was a workshop day conducted by Gregg Champlin, from the State 
Department of Homeland Security & Emergency Management, and presented to the entire school 
staff in August, prior to the school opening. The training, entitled Comprehensive Emergency 
Management Planning for Schools (CEMPS), covered prevention, mitigation, preparedness, 
response and recovery. More than 90 school personnel participated in this full-day training, which 
included tabletop drills. Fire and Police personnel also took part and helped school staff understand 
the need for clear and accurate reporting to 911, so responders know what they are facing. Feedback 
by attendees was very positive and we expect to continue such training, with future elements to 
include radio communication and Incident Command System (ICS) procedures for those dealing 
with an emergency. 


As a town within the 10-mile Emergency Planning Zone of the Entergy Vermont Yankee nuclear 
power plant, we maintain a high level of preparedness against the unlikely event of a radiological 
emergency. This includes preparatory drills and a FEMA-rated tri-state Exercise every other year. 
In conjunction with State and VY staff, we conducted three drills over the late spring and summer 
of 2007, followed by a Rated Exercise in October. Once again, observers praised our team for their 
effective handling of the simulated situations they faced. The official evaluation of the exercise has 
not yet been published, as of this writing, but we fully expect to receive a Satisfactory rating, the 
highest obtainable. 


This department is notified of real or potential weather problems through automated bulletins. Over 
the past year, necessary arrangements were made for this information to be provided to our School 
and SAU as well, in order for them to best assure the safety of schoolchildren and staff. 


In 2007 we also continued our work with the Keene All Health Hazard Region, planning and 


preparing for any outbreak of pandemic disease or other health-related emergency. Our 
representatives to the Regional Coordinating Committee meet on a monthly basis with members 
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from 18 other towns, along with relevant agencies and institutions. Chesterfield, as the Point of 
Dispensing or “POD” for a group of towns that includes Hinsdale, Winchester and Westmoreland, 
continues to plan for large-scale dispensing of medications, should such a health emergency be 
declared. The region is also looking into setting up a Medical Reserve Corps of residents with 
professional medical experience, who could be invaluable in any health-related emergency 
Situation. 


In addition, last year the Town applied for and received a DHS-funded grant to set up a regional 
Citizen Corps Council, made up of representatives from this and surrounding communities, and 
conducted Community Emergency Response Team (CERT) training for 16 participants. This 
included instruction in various aspects of individual preparedness and response, as well as 
certification in CPR, basic first aid and automatic defibrillation. Support was provided by Asbury 
Methodist Church, which provided meeting space, Chesterfield School, which helped out with 
equipment, and local Scouts, who assisted with the events as well as taking part in some of the 
training. The course, which was held over two consecutive Saturdays in November, was well 
received, and there are plans to offer it again, along with other types of training, in 2008. Anyone 
interested is urged to leave a message for Citizen Corps Coordinator Marilyn Rousseau at the Town 
Ol fice. 


The list of people interested in CERT training was in part an outgrowth of an information gathering 
effort. With the help of several students from the Chesterfield School, a survey was put together and 
mailed out to all town residents and property owners. The purpose was two-part: to find out who 
might have the skills, cquipment and willingness to be called on by the Town, should the need arise, 
and to get a better sense of how many people in town might need added assistance. Any resident 
who did not receive a survey can contact the town office to have one sent out to them. 


As the year progresses, Emergency Management operations will be moving into the new Town 
building, along with the Police Department and Town officials and staff. This will give us 
answering services through police dispatch, a much-needed addition. Arrangements have already 
been made to move radio antennas, and we expect to purchase additional computer capability, 
funded by the State. New sirens should also be installed at our fire stations in 2008, improving our 
alerting capabilities. 


It is worth repeating that, “the most important emergency plan 1s the one that you make for yourself 
and your family.” Each of us should plan for the unexpected, discuss it with those concerned and 
know where to turn for information. The Vermont Yankee calendar that we receive every year is a 
valuable reference, and additional guidelines can be found at such websites as www.ready. gov, 
www.fema.gov and www.redcross.org. VY-supplied weather alert radios also are available free of 
charge at our Town Office, and provide notification of potentially dangerous weather and 
emergencies at VY. 


Should anyone have any question regarding the services that this department offers, and/or wish to 
become involved, please notify the Town Office and we will contact you.

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CODE ENFORCEMENT / BUILDING INSPECTION 
2007 ANNUAL REPORT 


This department has seen a change in the types and the number of permits issued in 2007. New home 
construction is down by more than 50% as compared to the previous year, however commercial 
projects increased by 300%. The total number of permits issued in 2007 is down by approx. 22% from 
2006. Due to the increase in commercial activity our total fee income increased for the year. 


Three municipal projects were permitted The new Town Office / Police Station, The New Spofford 
Fire Station and the Chesterfield School Heating System upgrade. All three of these projects are 
scheduled to be completed early in 2008. 


2007 saw the completion of the new Fed X Terminal at 40 Coachman Rd., the United Natural 
Foods Office at 25 Mac Arthur Dr., and the new Verizon Cell Antenna on Welcome Hill Rd. Some 
commercial projects scheduled for completion in 2008 are The Riverside Motel, Verizon Cell 
Tower on Mt. Pistareen, and the Ames Performance Warehouse. A couple of projects being 
planned for 2008 are anew RV Sales & Service on Lyman Way, a Propane Distribution faculity 
on Stow Dr., and a new Verizon Cell Tower off Streeter Hill Rd. 


In June Governor Lynch signed legislation updating the state building codes to the 2006 ICC 
Codes. These became effective in August. In June I became certified by the International Code 
Council. 


In 2007 there were a total of 115 permits and 117 Certificates of Occupancies / Completion issued. 
There were 10 Lake Zone, 35 Spofford, 37 Chesterfield Center area and 32 West Chesterfield area 
permits issued.

For every age we offer all types of print materials, as well as videos, DVD’s, 
audiocassette books and CD’s, puppets, puzzles, and a variety of magazines. Other 
services: Copier and fax machine use for minimal cost; delivery of materials to shut-ins, 
request of materials via the NH inter-library service, and assistance in obtaining needed 
information. 

All our volunteers and the Library Friend’s Group members are appreciated for 
their continued support and assistance. Thanks to all of you in the community who 
donated books, money, silent auction items, baked goods and all manner of wonderful 
support. We are grateful to all of you.

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Rescue Inc Report 


As one of the member towns of non-profit Rescue Inc., Chesterfield has worked with 
Rescue Inc for many years to provide the community with emergency services. Since its 
inception, Rescue Inc. has grown to include fourteen member towns covering 
approximately 500 square miles and is now Vermont’s second largest ambulance service. 


Rescue Inc currently has 27 volunteer and 35 paid full and part-time providers ranging 
from EMT-Basic through the Paramedic level. Rescue’s providers are aided by 
Chesterfield’s First Response team who often arrive first on a scene, assess the situation, 
provide initial care to a patient and relay critical information to the responding Rescue 
Inc. crew. This team effort assures quick response, quality care and rapid transport to 
definitive hospital care. 


Like Emergency Medical Services (EMS) across the country, Rescue Inc. is facing higher 
demands on the system (often for non-emergency calls), a decreasing volunteer corps, 
declining federal dollars and uncompensated care, increased training and re-qualification 
requirements for providers and skyrocketing expenses for insurances, supplies, vehicles 
and equipment. 


Rescue personnel respond to over 4000 calls a year. Town subsidies from all 14 member 
towns provide only 14% of Rescue’s operational budget. Households can also assure 
personal coverage through an annual subscription to Rescue Inc. Subscriptions cover 
expenses not covered by insurance for care and transport provided by Rescue Inc. 


The Rescue Board of Trustees has met with Town Select Boards and Local and State 
Legislators to try to approach these issues as a team and work toward solutions. Your 
input and participation are welcome.

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Chesterfield Fire Warden’s Report for 2007 
I wish I could say this was another quiet year; however, that is not the case. 


It was a dry spring and as many of you may already know, we had a large fire on 
Mt. Wantastiquet, which was reported about 4:00 P.M. on Monday, May 7-07, and was 
not declared out until 3:00 P.M., Thursday, May 10-07, about 4 days. 


Here are a few of the statistics on the fire. Approximately 26 acres burned. 
Approximately 200 personnel fought the fire over 4 days, not all at the same time, 
resulting in about 2600 person hours of labor. 


Some 19 Mutual Aid towns assisted from 3 states, and all worked well together as 
a team, along with state personnel, at the cost of just under 36,000 dollars. 


Mt. Wantastiquet is a very steep and rough terrain, which made for slow and 
dangerous working conditions. 


If there was a good side about the fire, it’s with all of the hours spent on it, there 
were no injuries. For this I am very thankful, and want to thank and congratulate all who 
participated for their work ethics. 


The rest of the year was quiet and with the help of the Deputy Wardens, over 180 
permits were issued, along with five warnings.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands work collaboratively to 
reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or 
Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is 
required for all outside burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 1- 
800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect 
New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at 


www.nhdfl.org. 


Fire activity was very busy during the spring of the 2007, particularly late April into early May. As the forests and fields greened up in 

later May the fire danger decreased. However, a very dry late summer created very high fire danger again from August into September, 

with fire danger reaching very high on Labor Day weekend. Even with the dry conditions, the acreage burned was less than half that of 

2006. The largest forest fire during the 2007 season burned approximately 26 acres on the side of Wantastiquet Mountain in Chesterfield 

during the month of May. Our statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers is credited with keeping most fires small and saving several 

structures this season due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland 

urban interface, which is the area where homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2007 season 

threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a 

wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and 

maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and . homeowner 

recommendations are available at www.firewise.org.

CHESTERFIELD FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During 2007 the volunteers of the Chesterfield Fire and Rescue Precinct responded to 180 calls. Included in these calls were 
the Mt. Wantastiquet fire and 130 rescue calls.

1984 mini-pumper. The Association spent $19,000, on this vehicle in an attempt to better protect the people of our Town. These 
funds are the profits from many Corn Roasts and fundraisers. 


In December 2006 Stephen “Bart” Bevis was appointed Chief. Bart has been a member of the Chesterfield Fire Department for 34 
years, serving most of his time as an officer, which made for a smooth transition, and great year.

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SPOFFORD FIRE DISTRICT 
2007 COMMISSIONERS REPORT 


2007 was an active and exciting year for the District and Fire Department. 


After several months of legal and permitting delays, and design revisions due to new code requirements, plans were 
completed and the new fire station is now well underway. The scheduled completion is early June 2008. Design changes and 
delays in starting construction put a strain on the construction budget, forcing the commissioners to make other changes in 
order to keep total project costs in line with the original construction budget. But we always considered all the energy 
conservation measures, including the geo-thermal heat recovery system, as being of utmost importance and those features 
have not changed. Consequently we expect to achieve the highest energy star ratings possible, along with a substantial rebate 
from PSNH recognizing this effort. And while the building will not be LEEDS certified, many of those requirements have 
also been met. 


The operating budget total does show a small decrease from last year only because the bond interest and payment now start to 
decrease each year. Note that the costs of maintaining 2 buildings, higher fuel costs, and additional payroll required do cause 
an increase in those respective line items. While the number of response calls remained stable, the man hours required 
increased due to larger more complex incidents. 


Special articles to be acted on include the usual requests to add to the capital reserve funds as listed and to withdraw $3500. 
from the Small Equipment Fund for the scheduled purchase of Fire and EMS gear. There are 2 articles asking for permission 
to use the interest earned on bond funds in 2007 and anticipated in 2008 for costs of the building project. These will offset 
the added costs incurred due to the delayed project start and additional design work. An article also asks for permission to 
accept and expend the anticipated revenue to be received from the PSNH rebate. 


The commissioners are suggesting establishing an expendable trust fund to start to deal with the existing fire station/village 
hall. We will encourage an in depth discussion at the district meeting to receive definitive guidance from the voters on how 
to dispose of or keep the existing facility. There are costs with whatever decision is made, and now is the time to make this 
important decision. 


And some exciting news—the Districts first real fire truck, a 1926 Stuart Engine, long thought to be lost or destroyed, has 
been located in Michigan, partially restored. This truck served the district until 1961 when it blew an engine fighting the 
Spofford Hotel Fire. This important historical item will be brought back to us in the Spring, after the firemen complete the 
fundraising required to obtain it. Total cost is approx. $5000. including transportation. 


The Commissioners and Fire Dept. members are anticipating the exciting move to our new facility in the near future. We all 
appreciate your continued support in making this a reality.

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CHESTERFIELD SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 


The School Board is pleased to report that steady progress toward Board Goals outlined in last year’s 
report has been made. Those goals included raising student academic achievement; improving the 
school environment (behavioral); increasing communication with all constituencies of the Chesterfield 
School community; reviewing delivery of special education services and completing a comprehensive 
review of Board policies. 


Chesterfield student performance on the Fall 2007 NECAP tests showed the most improvement of all 
schools in SAU 29, earning us a coveted second place in the district behind Westmoreland. Kudos to our 
administration and staff for their efforts in securing these gains! 


The Teasing and Bullying Committee completed its survey of students and employees to identify the 
extent of bullying in our school, established new protocols for reporting and dealing with bullying and 
has already seen a reduction in repeat offenses. 


Coffee and Conversation with the Principal provided a forum for residents to learn about the school and 
to provide important feedback on school operations. A Board retreat/self evaluation helped the Board 
to work together in a more cohesive fashion and retreats with the staff and administration created 
awareness of areas where communication could be improved. 


A consultant has been hired to review the delivery of special education services and her 
report/recommendations will be available to the Board later this year. Changes in the special education 
grant process at SAU 29 is expected to provide additional special education revenue for Chesterfield this 
year. 


The Board adopted a new revised policy manual in the fall. Both the administration and the Board have 
found the comprehensive policy guidelines helpful in resolving issues. 


Work toward full accomplishment of the Board Goals continues without losing sight of important day- 
to-day needs, such as maintaining our building. Our second boiler project has just been completed and 
this year’s budget proposal includes funds to replace windows in the Middle School wing. 


For the most up to date information on Board actions, we encourage members of the Chesterfield 
community to join us at Board meetings, held on the second Monday of each month, September 
through June, in the School Library.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR’S REPORT 


To the Members of the School Board 
Chesterfield School District 
Chesterfield, New Hampshire 


We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, each major fund and the aggregate remaining 
fund information of the Chesterfield School District, which collectively comprise the School Distnict’s basic financial statements as of 
June 30, 2007 as listed in the table of contents. These financial statements are the responsibility of the School District’s management. 
Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America. Those standards 
require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of material 
muisstatement.. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial 
statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as 
evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinions. 


The government-wide statement of net assets does not include any of the School District’s capital assets nor the accumulated 
depreciation on those assets; and the government-wide statement of activities does not include depreciation expense related to those 
assets. These amounts have not been determined. Therefore, in our opinion, the financial statements referred to above do not present 
fairly the financial position of the governmental activities of the Chesterfield School District at June 30, 2007, and the changes in 
financial position thereof for the year then ended in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of 


America. 


Also, in our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the respective financial position 
of each major fund and the aggregate remaining fund information of the Chesterfield School District as of June 30, 2006, and the 
respective changes in financial position thereof for the year then ended in conformity with accounting pninciples generally accepted in 


the United States of America. 


The budgetary comparison information is not a required part of the basic financial statements, but is supplementary information 
required by accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. We have applied certain limited procedures, 
which consisted principally of inquiries of management regarding the methods of measurement and presentation of the required 
supplementary information. However, we did not audit the information and express no opinion on it. 


The Chesterfield School District has not presented a management’s discussion and analysis that accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America have determined is necessary to supplement, although not required to be part of, the basic 


financial statements. 


Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that collectively comprise the Chesterfield 
School District’s basic financial statements. The combining and individual fund schedules are presented for purposes of additional 
analysis and are not a required part of the basic financial statements. They have been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in

MARCH 10, 2007 


Leslie Burns, School District Clerk, appointed the following persons as ballot clerks: 
Nancy Brooks, Jamie Card, Paula Dustin, Cathy Harvey, Sue Newcomer, Toni O’ Neil. 


The Moderator, Gary Winn, called the meeting to order at 7:25 pm for the purpose of 
acting on the articles in the warrant. Mr. Winn explained that polls would remain open 
during the meeting until he announced their closing, except during paper ballot votes, and 
that warrant articles over $10,000 (ten thousand) would be voted on by paper ballot. 


The Moderator took a moment to make the following introductions, introducing himself 
and the district clerk; the Chesterfield School Board - Chairman, Barbara Girs; Kristin 
McKeon, Vice Chair; Greg Blair; Ege Cordell, and Judy Idelkope; Principal of the 
Chesterfield School, Sharon D’Eon; Assistant Principal, Dr. Christopher Morris; SAU 29 
Assistant Superintendent of Towns, Wayne Woolridge; SAU 29 Business Manager for 
Towns, Tim Ruehr. ¢ 


Article |: Barbara Girs moved, and Elaine Rowley seconded, to hear the reports of 
agents, auditors, committees or officers chosen in the annual report. Fred Szmit, vice 
chair of the budget committee, gave the report and encouraged voters to pass Article 2. 
The Moderator declared Article 1 to be passed by voice vote. 


Article 2: Judy Idelkope moved, and Barbara Girs seconded, that the District raise 
and appropriate $7,710,184.00 for the support of schools, for the salaries for school 
district officials and agents, and for the statutory obligations of the District. Anita Barber 
moved to vote with a show of hands, and was seconded by Sue Newcomer. A voice vote 
was declared in the affirmative. The Moderator declared Article 2 passed on a hand vote 
of 70 (seventy) Yes and 0 (zero) No. 


Article 3: Ege Cordell moved, and William Bucknell seconded, that the District vote 
to raise and appropriate the sum of $/00,000 for boiler replacement and related heating 
system reconstruction at Chesterfield School, and to authorize the withdrawal of up to 
$70,000 from the Capital Reserve Fund established by voters on March 5, 1994 for such 
a purpose. The balance of $30,000 is to be funded from unencumbered funds available at 
the end of the fiscal year, June 30, 2007. 

Ege Cordell moved, and Susan Newcomer seconded, to amend the motion, deleting the 
last sentence and changing the amount to read “that the District vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $70,000 for boiler replacement and related heating system 
reconstruction at Chesterfield School, and to authorize the withdrawal of up to $70,000 
from the Capital Reserve Fund established by voters on March 5, 1994 for such a 
purpose.” Ms. Cordell explained that the new lower figure was based on estimates from 
contractors, who had quoted a range of $40-70,000 for the project. 

Anita Barber moved to vote with a show of hands, and Lee Brockman seconded the 
motion, which passed by an affirmative voice vote. The Moderator declared the 
amendment to be passed by a hand vote of 77 (seventy-seven) Yes to 0 (zero) No. 
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The Moderator declared the amended Article 3 passed by a unanimous voice vote. 


Article 4: Ege Cordell moved, and Lee Brockmann seconded, that the District vote 
to appropriate and authorize the School Board to transfer up to $30,000 of its 
unencumbered funds, if any remain on hand at the end of the fiscal year, June 30, 2007, 
to be deposited in the Capital Reserve Fund established by voters on March 5, 1994, for 
the purpose of major renovation/reconstruction of the school buildings and related costs. 
If there is an insufficient, undesignated fund balance as of June 30, 2007 to fund this 
appropriation and the appropriation in Article 3 (Boiler Replacement), Article 3 will be 
funded first, with any additional surplus to be applied to this warrant article. 

Ege Cordell moved, and Judy Idelkope seconded to amend the motion, deleting the last 
sentence to reflect the amendment to Article 3, to read, “that the District vote to 
appropriate and authorize the School Board to transfer up to $30,000 of its unencumbered 
funds, if any remain on hand at the end of the fiscal year, June 30, 2007, to be deposited 
in the Capital Reserve Fund established by voters on March 5, 1994, for the purpose of 
major renovation/reconstruction of the school buildings and related costs. Ege Cordell 
and Tim Ruehr explained the item presented. Anita Barber moved to vote by hand vote, 
seconded by Michael Robarge. The motion carried. The Moderator declared the 
amendment passed by a hand vote of 77 (seventy-seven) Yes to 0 (zero) No. The 
Moderator declared the amended Article 4 carried by a unanimous voice vote. 

Later in the meeting, after discussion during Article 6 about the need for a computer lab, 
and many repair needs of the school, Sue Newcomer motioned, and was seconded by Lee 
Brockman, to reconsider Article 4. The motion carried by a voice vote. Sue Newcomer 
then moved, and was seconded by Elaine Rowley, to see if the District would vote to 
transfer up to $75,000 of unencumbered funds available, if any remain, at the end of the 
fiscal year, June 30, 2007 to the capitol reserve fund. The Moderator clarified that funds 
in the Capital Reserve Fund were for renovation or reconstruction, not for computers. 
Tim Ruehr confirmed that changing the amount in an article is permissible, up to 10 per 
cent of the total budget. After some discussion, the moderator suggested a paper ballot. 
The moderator declared the motion carried by a vote of 51 (fifty-one) Yes to 26 (twenty- 
six) No. 


Article 5: Kristin McKeon moved, and Barbara Girs seconded, that the School 
District vote to create a planning committee to consider withdrawal from School 
Administrative Unit 29; said committee to consist of two members of the Chesterfield 
School Board, appointed by the Chesterfield Schoo! Board; one member of the 
Chesterfield Budget Committee, appointed by the Chesterfield Budget Committee; four 
members of the public, appointed by the Moderator; and the Superintendent of Schools, 
who shall serve as a non-voting member of the committee. 

Susan Newcomer and Barbara Girs explained the item presented, stating that one of the 
reasons for this proposed study was that SAU costs have risen from approximately 
$270,000 5 years ago to $422,000 last year. They referenced a trend in New Hampshire 
school districts to divide larger administrative units into smaller ones, but emphasized 
that this is purely a data-gathering body and not one that can make a decision about such 
a withdrawal. Kristen McKeon spoke to the effectiveness of such a self-audit as a good 
business practice, and also referenced the complicated formula that SAU uses to compute 
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fees, based on perceived wealth, which causes Chesterfield to pay more than other towns. 
Ruth VanHouten volunteered to serve on the committee. After more discussion, Fred 
Szmit motioned to move the question, seconded by Anita Barber, and the motion was 
declared by the Moderator to be carried by voice vote. The Moderator declared Article 5 
to be passed by a hand vote of 58 (fifty-eight) Yes to 13 (thirteen) No. 


Article 6: Judy Idelkope moved, and Ege Cordell seconded, that the Chesterfield 
School District create a study committee to evaluate the feasibility of a joint 
school/public libraryfhoused in the current Chesterfield Public Library facilities; said 
study committee to consist of ten members: 1 budget committee member selected by the 
budget committee; 1 town selectman selected by the Chesterfield select board; 1 
Chesterfield library staff representative and 1 Chesterfield Library Board member 
selected by the Chesterfield Library Board; 1 Chesterfield School library staff member 
and | school board member selected by the school board; 3 community members 
selected by the school district Moderator, and the district’s superintendent who shall 
serve as a non-voting member. If any of the aforementioned boards or committees do not 
choose representatives by May 31, 2007, then it shall be the school district Moderator's 
prerogative to select additional community representatives to provide a full complement 
of 10 study committee members. 

Kevin Bresland of the Library Board of Trustees stated that the Board is opposed to the 
idea, and wondered why the Board had not been consulted, since it had been studied 
years ago. He cited concerns about student safety, and differences in the two library’s 
hours, collections, and clientele, and stated that the proposal would be more appropriate 
as a town issue, not a school issue. 
Judy Idelkope explained the item presented, saying that 8 such arrangements exist in New 
Hampshire, and that attitudes toward such collaboration are much more positiye than 10 
years ago. She acknowledged that both the school and town librarians are opposed to the 
collaboration, but said that space constraints and the pressing need for a computer lab 
motivated her to consider all possibilities in the quest for a solution. Susan Newcomer 
brought up that if there was considerable surplus in the budget, that voters should 
reconsider Article 4, and add more funds to the Capital Reserve Fund. 

Toni O’Neil motioned to move the question, seconded by Daniel Cotter.

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ADMINISTRATIVE REPORT 


We are faced with a number of changes and challenges today. In Chesterfield and across our 
SAU, we are in a period where a smaller percentage of voters have children in our schools. 
Because of this, we are challenged to work harder to reach out and communicate the tremendous 
value we provide to our community. Part of that message is that education today is more 
important than ever and that the education we provide is better than ever. 


It is difficult to imagine what life will be like for our younger students as they enter the future 
job market. The U.S. Department of Labor estimates that today’s students will hold between 10 
and 14 jobs before they reach the age of 38. Even today, according to the same department, 25% 
of workers have been with their present companies for less than one year. Perhaps the most 
significant prediction comes from former Secretary of Education Richard Riley who contends 
that in 2010, the ten most in-demand jobs will be ones that did not exist in 2004. 


We are advancing at a speed and pace that is almost beyond our comprehension. The amount of 
new technological information doubles every two years. More new information will be generated 
worldwide this year than in the previous 5,000 years. One week’s worth of New York Times, for 
example, contains more information than a person was likely to come across in a lifetime in the 
18th century. More than 3,000 new books are published every day. 


Our challenge in Chesterfield 1s daunting! We must educate our students, preparing them for jobs 
that don’t yet exist, using technologies that haven’t been invented, in order to solve problems we 
cannot anticipate. 

f 
We are also being challenged by our state and federal governments. We seem to be in a cycle of 
an increasing number of unfunded or underfunded mandates from our State Legislature and from 
Congress. No Child Left Behind is an example of an underfunded mandate. It is estimated by the 
New Hampshire School Boards Association that No Child Left Behind costs $577 each year 
per student. It is also estimated by that same association that we receive $75 per student in 
additional revenue from Washington to fund this legislation. 


The method of funding an adequate public education has always been the obligation of state 
government. The State Supreme Court continues to remind the legislature that the state is 
responsible for providing the revenue necessary to provide an adequate education for each 
student in our public schools. Currently, the majority of revenue comes from local property 
taxes. Given that some districts have approximately 20 times the value of local property per 
student than other districts, it 1s not hard to understand why some communities in New 
Hampshire are better able to fund an adequate education than others. 


An adequate public education is not only a fundamental right of every student but attending 
school is compulsory through age 16. Last year, legislation was passed making school 
attendance compulsory through age 18 beginning with the 2008/2009 school year. Hopefully, 
with the current session of the legislature, New Hampshire will live up to the promise made in 
the New Hampshire Constitution to provide an adequate education for each public school student 
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in our state. If this legislation passes we could expect additional revenue from the State to help 
support our school. 


One aspect of No Child Left Behind is a yearly assessment in math, reading and writing. 
All Chesterfield students were tested in grades three through eight. Chesterfield School 
students scored second in the percentage of students at or above the proficient level in 
both reading and writing and fourth in math as compared to the 20 schools in our region. 
The state test results reflect the knowledge and skills (known as Grade Level 
Expectations) that proficient students should have mastered by the end of the previous 
school year. Results for each school reflect the results for all students tested who were 
enrolled at the end of the prior school year. 


An additional challenge comes from the Chesterfield school community and school board, who 
demand more than excellent reading and math programs for our students. They want a 
curriculum that includes critical thinking, social skills, citizenship, health, physical education and 
the arts. I believe we already have quality programs in all those areas. Chesterfield School 
continues to focus on what matters most: the documented progress of each student, personally, 
socially, physically, and academically. One indication that we have quality programs in those 
areas is that Chesterfield students at Keene High School continue to perform well. This past year, 
Chesterfield School had 200 students enrolled at Keene High School who took advantage of a 
wide range of academic courses as well as co-curricular activities. In English, 66 percent of the 
Chesterfield students earned a grade of “B” or better. In mathematics, 46 percent earned a grade 
of “B” or better. In science, 64 percent of the students earned a grade of “B” or better. In social 
studies, 72 percent of the students earned a grade of “B” or better. In world language, 59 percent 
of the students earned a grade of “B” or better. The overall attendance rate for Chesterfield 
students at Keene High School was 96 percent compared to 95.1% for the overall KHS 
population.

Building Maintenance 


This has been a very busy year for the school’s facilities committee. The boiler 
system in the original section of the school was replaced last year. We note the 
temperature has been stable and we are saving on fuel. Safety concerns continued to grow 
with the boiler system in the opposite side of the facilities. We experienced several minor 
fires and frequent breakdowns. We are currently in the process of having two new boilers 
installed. 

Normal summer maintenance included painting the primary wing, replacing 
carpets, converting the custodian’s room into a primary resource room, repairs to 
plumbing, rebuilding the doors in the volunteer wing, installation of an a/c unit in the 
tele/data room, a knox box was installed for emergency workers, and regular repairs to 
the lunchroom tables. 

The committee is asking that the community support the warrant article to replace 
the windows in the middle school wing. This is the final stage in the replacement of 
windows. 


School Safety 


This August the entire school staff received a daylong training provided by Mr. 
Gregory Champlin in comprehensive emergency management planning for schools. This 
daylong training was aimed at providing emergency planning to protect students and 
adult personnel during a natural or manmade disaster. Invited to this training was the
